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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the northeast in terms 
of population increase. It is also an Industrialized state and this 
growth is likely to continue, all of which means more families and 
homes. Our growing summer population is scattered throughout the 
state with a phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are being located in 
woodlands and abandoned fields and forests crown into the back yards 
of our villace streets. In a state where the forests cover 86% of the 
land surface, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow until the 

snow comes again, of the need to be careful with outdoor fires and 
fire gources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2e To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3e To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump.
